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Albany Attends BART Line | 


Opening Day Ceremonies 


Four ribbon-cutting ceremonies 
marked the opening of the Oak- 
Jand-Richmond BART line on 
Monday, Jan. 29, with Albany 
Mayor Joe Carlevaro and mem- 
bers of the Albany City Council 
and Chamber of Commerce 
participating in the ceremonies 
at the El Cerrito Plaza Station. 

Following the ceremony, spe- 
cial guests of the cities of El 
Cerrito and Albany boarded the 
five-car train, which was already 
crowded with dignataries and 
guests from Richmond. 

Another two stops were made 
in Berkeley, where Mayor War- 
ren Widener conducted ribbon 
cutting ceremonies at the Central 
Berkeley Station and the Ashby 
Station. When the train reached 
the MacArthur Station in Oak- 
land it became part of the regu- 
lar revenue service, and con- 
linued to Fremont and returned 
on its regular run. 

Regular passenger service on 
the full Richmond-Fremont route 
began at 11 am., following the 
completion of all opening day 
ceremonies, 

The Richmond-Oakland line 
comprises six stations. They are: 
Richmond, El Cerrito Del Norte, 
El Cerrito Plaza, North Berkeley, 
Central Berkeley and Ashby. 


Operating hours will be from 
6 a.m. to 8 p.m. Monday through 


Friday, and fares on the rou €} 
will range from a minimum of &( 
eents for trips of appreximately 
six miles, to $1.10 for the full trip | 
from Richmond to Fremont. With| 
service stabilized, traveling the 
full 39 mile route from Richmond 
to Fremont should take just 49 
minutes, including station stops. 

Free pocket-sized folders are 
available at all six new’stations, 
to illustrate the process for rid- 
ing BART in four basic steps. 
The illustrated, color guides are 
available from the tall, triangular 
kiosks which stand just inside 
each station entrance. They will 
also be available at all BART 
ticket sales displays, located in 
128 branch banks in Alameda and 
Contra Costa Counties. 

Posters illustrating the basic 
steps will also be displayed on 
the sides of the kiosks, and in 
four-footsquare wall frames, 
placed near each station’s ticket 
vending machines. The machines 
themselves will also be labeled

Phone Information Center every 
weekday, dispensing BART and 
AC Transit Bus information from 
6 a.m, to 6 p.m, 

Free parking for BART pa- 
trons is provided at five of the 
six newly-opened Richmond-Oak- 
land stations, with only the sub- 
way facility in downtown Berke- 
ley, at Shattuck Avenue, without 
parking. Short-time parking 
areas to accomodate those bring- 
ing or picking-up cuuu..usrs has 
also been provided. This area 
can be used as mid-day parking 
for shoppers and other non-com- 
mute BART patrons, but will be 
closed to all-day commute park- 
ers. 

For the handicapped, special 
stalls, larger than usual, have 
been constructed in each parkin 
These are located near sta- 
tion entrances, and the handi- 
eapped elevators, Parking lots 
have been designed so a patron 
never has to walk far to a sta- 
tion entrance from his car, and 
wide walkways through the lots 
serve both the handicapped pa- 
tron and all pedestrians walking 
between. their earsvand- the sta- 
tions. 

Bicycle racks have also been 
installed at all surface and aerial 
stations from Richmond to Fre- 
mont. These racks, specially de- 
signed for BART, enable bicycl- 
ists to secure both the front and 
back wheels of their bikes, using 
a special high security, steel al- 
loy 3/8’ chain.

Senators Oppose 
Department Move 


State Senator wicholas Petris 
and Senator John Holmdahl, both 
of Oakland, have introduced a 
resolution in the Senate request- 
ing that the State Dept. of 
Health’s Berkeley facility not be 
transferred. 

The impetus for the resolution 
came from the recently an- 
nounced plans of the Reagan Ad- 
ministration to move most of the 
Health Dept., located in Berkeley, 
to Sacramento, a move every 
state legislator in Alameda Coun- 
ty called “unjustified and unfor- 
tunate.” 

Opponents cite loss of jobs, par- 
ticularly by key personnel; un- 
needed expense, the advantage of 
the shared library and research 
facilities on the Berkeley UC 
campus, and the “continuing 
trend of the Reagan administra- 
tion to reduce health services.” 

They particularly took issue 
with the loss of highly-skilled per- 
sonnel, who would quit rather 
than be relocated in Sacramento. 

Senator Petris, author of num- 
erous health bills, said he intro- 
duced the resolution ‘‘to place 
the State Senate firmly on rec- 
ord as opposing this waste of tax- 
payers’ money and the futile ef- 
fort to centralize govenmental 
services.” 

The Senator also stated he in- 
tends to approach the Senate Fi-

Milk Prices Up 


Beginning tomorrow, February 
1, consumers can expect to pay 
one cent per quart more for milk. 
The raise was made, according 
to the Calif. Dept. of Agriculture, 
to offset the sharply rising cost 
to producers for dairy feed and 
roughage. 

According to State Agriculture 
Director C. B. Christensen, the 
increase in minimum fluid milk 
prices was decided upon as a re- 
sult of testimony presented by 
major milk producer organiza- 
tions and feed grain suppliers, at 
public hearings held December 3, 
1972, and January 3, 1973. 

The one cent per quart increase 
to consumers, reflects the in- 
crease of 46 cents per hundred- 
weight, paid to dairymen by milk 
distributors,
